ARTICLE IIt

they shell proceec to the revision of the Fishery Conven- 
tion of 1907, teking into consideration such changes as may 
heve teken plece in the general conditions since the con- 
clusion of the seid Fishery Convention. 


Pending the conclusion cf a convention so revised, 
the Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
shall mcintain the practices esteblisned in 1924 relating; 
to the lease of fishery lots to Japanese subjects. 


ARTICLE IV 


The Covernments ef the tigh Contrecting Parties agree 
thet upon the coming into force of the present Convention, 
tiey shell proceec. to the conclusion of e treaty of 
commerce anc navigation in conformity with the principles 
hereunder mentioned, and that pendin the conclusion of 
such @ treaty, the generel intercourse between the two 
countries shell be regulated by these principles.

(3) Without prejudice to the right of each Contracting 
Party to rezulate by its own laws the system of internetional 
trede in that country, it is understood that neither Con- 
tracting Party s2211 eoply in discrimination ageinst the 
other party any measures of prohibition, restriction or im-
